marks of His handiwork and marvelou 
"kill, before he tried hie hand on man.— 
But this was not the beginning; when 
like drops of dew from the "fingers of th 
morning, star.-, and constellations fell trink- 
ling from tho hand of God ; when, by His 
own lips, Ho launched forth 
ponderous 


orbs ; whon. with His own hand, He sent

like 
thunder-bolts,
